ROME, July 25— (IN S )— An official announcement to­ 
day listed 1,778 persons killed and 4,262 injured in the earth­ 
quake which yesterday devastated all of south central Italy. 
The casualty list included all fatalities and injuries re­ 
corded by rescue squads and emergency hospitals up to 6.45 
a. rn. (12.45 a. rn. eastern daylight tim e). 
Previous estimates issued by government officials gave 
a death toll of approximately 700. 
The official announcement listed 5,188 houses destroyed, 
and 2,757 buildings badly cracked and otherwise damaged. 
The greatest loss of life and property damage occurred 
in Avellino Province, where 1,400 were killed and more than, 
2,000 injured, with 2,000 homes in ruin.
